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Family is 
jailed for 
neglect 
of horses 

A FAMILY of three are now 
behind bars after their 
“long-term neglect” of four 
horses they kept at a Dudley 
nature reserve. 

The court heard it was a 
miracle the animals, who 
were all emaciated, had sur¬ 
vived. The horses had been 
kept at Fens Pool Nature 
Reserve, Pensnett, by hus¬ 
band and wife Walter and 
Amanda Hickman and their 
son Kevin. 

RSPCA inspectors res¬ 
cued the animals in Decem¬ 
ber 2011, Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

All three defendants, of 
Wallows Road, Pensnett, 
were jailed for a total of more 
than 50 offences of animal 
cruelty by District Judge 
Michael Wheeler. 

They all admitted the 
charges but waited until the 
first day of a previous pre¬ 
arranged trial to do so. 

In sentencing, Mr 
Wheeler said: “I’m told you 
love animals, especially 
horses, and that you have 
kept them for many years 
and know what you are 
doing. I find that impossible 
to believe.” 

RSPCA inspector Jackie 
Hickman welcomed the sen¬ 
tences. She said: “Whilst 
tethering in itself is not an 
illegal practice, the many 
welfare problems that 
accompany it.

£3.5m SELL-OFF 
OF CENTRE SITES

AROUND £3.5 million will be raised by the sale of 12 coun¬ 
cil buildings, many of which are late Victorian and early 
Edwardian, in Dudley town centre. 

The buildings have been earmarked to make 90 new homes. Bosses today said the sale 
of the buildings will also net Dudley Council around £467,000 per year in savings. The 
offices will be transformed into new homes, in a move which council leader, Councillor 
David Sparks, said would boost regeneration plans. The properties, originally constructed 
as houses for professionals and business people, are now used as offices and will be con¬ 
verted into homes. They are all located in the Dudley town centre conservation area and 


600 sign up 
to fight cuts 
for canteen 

MORE than 600 patients, staff and volun¬ 
teers have signed a petition against plans to 
scale back the canteen at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

Bosses have revealed they want to reduce 
the opening hours of the canteen to save 
£110,000 a year. 

But the move has led to criticism from 
union officials who have started a petition to 
stop the plans. The proposals have also put 
jobs at risk. There are 64 workers, and a con¬ 
sultation is under way. 

Under the plans, the canteen would close 
at weekends and be open between 7am and 
2.30pm Monday to Friday. It is currently 
open between 7am and 8pm each day. 

Tracy Wood, regional organiser for Uni¬ 
son, said: “Unison visited Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital to gauge reaction in relation to the 
canteen closure and potential job losses due 
to this change. Not one person we spoke to 
agreed the changes should take place and 
thought the canteen was a valuable service 
which needed to be retained. 

“Long-serving canteen staff will lose their 
jobs because the Government has chosen to 
cut the NHS budget.” 

Paula Clark, chief executive of Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, has defended 
the move, saying: “This decision follows a 
comprehensive review of footfall through the 
restaurant, which concluded there was very 
little footfall after the lunchtime service.” 


will be part of the town’s residential quar¬ 
ter. 

Dudley Council leader David Sparks said 
the plans were part of a wider scheme to 
revamp the town centre. 

“A key element of the continued regener¬ 
ation of Dudley town centre is to get more 
people living in the town,” he said. 

“The more efficient use of council office 
accommodation will result in savings for 
the tax payer and enable these new homes 
to be created in the town. This will all sup¬ 
port our continued efforts to bring more 
people into the town centre.” 

Councillor Sparks has reiterated his view 
that high street shops would be boosted by 
more people living in the town centre. 

He says the move could help fill empty 
buildings, including some retail premises, 
while increasing footfall for existing stores. 

Attracting 

The Labour leader admitted attracting 
chain stores back to the town had proved 
tricky with Merry Hill Shoping Centre on 
the doorstep so the authority had to look at 
other options. 

Figures reveal the £467,000 annual sav¬ 
ings from the sale of buildings represents 
20 per cent of the council’s current annual 
property running costs of £2.3 million. 

Council bosses are currently in the 
process of relocating staff to other existing 
offices in the town. 

The three-year programme to relocate 
staff is set to be completed in the summer of 
2014 when the work to renovate the prop¬ 
erties will be undertaken. 

The buildings that staff will continue to 
use as office space are the main council 
house building, the large office building at 
4 Ednam Road along with 3 to 5 and 7 St 
James’s Road as well as 8 Parsons Street. 

Regeneration schemes include the drive 
to boost tourism numbers through an over¬ 
haul of the Castle Hill area and a bid to 
bring a major supermarket into Dudley are 
also in the pipeline.

Breaches 
in safety 
cost firm 

£ 18,000 

A STEEL tube manufac¬ 
turer has been landed with a 
court bill of more than 
£18,000 after two workers 
were injured, including one 
who suffered a severed 
thumb. 

A 23-year-old at Marce- 
gaglia (UK) Limited, 
Netherton, crushed his right 
hand, fracturing two bones, 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

The hearing was told he 
had reached through a gap 
in a fixed safety guard on a 
machine in order to pick up 
a steel coil and feed it back 
into the machinery. 

By doing so he tripped a 
sensor, which caused the 
machine parts to close and 
trap his hand. Two weeks 
later, a 20-year-old appren¬ 
tice had a thumb severed 
after it was trapped in a 
machine. 

The court heard an inves¬ 
tigation by the Health and 
Safety Executive had found 
both injuries happened as a 
result of poor guarding stan¬ 
dards. 

Poor overall management 
of health and safety was also 
cited by experts. 

Magistrates heard the 
apprentice was not being 
supervised at the time and 
had not been given a train¬ 
ing schedule. 

The firm admitted breach¬ 
ing the Health and Safety at 
Work Act 1974. It was fined 
£11,000 for the breach, plus 
£7,878 costs.

Search for rioters will continue vow police

DETECTIVES have vowed to keep tracking 
down the rioters who caused chaos on the 
streets of the West Midlands in 2011 but 
have yet to be caught. 

More than 800 people have been arrested 
since rioters ran amok in Wolverhampton, 
West Bromwich and Birmingham, smashing 
up shops and attacking police officers. 

Detectives continue to work on Operation 
View, the inquiry team which is tracking 
down the offenders. 

A senior officer has said detectives will 
persist in the hunt for those who had not yet 
been caught and warned the thugs that took 
part they should not sleep easy. 


Raju Miah, aged 20, is the latest to be 
apprehended by officers. 

The 22-year-old is now paying the price 
for his role in the disturbances after a judge 
at Birmingham Crown Court sentenced him 
to 22 months behind bars. 

The court was told he shattered seven 
windows in a failed attempt to smash his 
way into jeweller Watches of Switzerland, in 
New Street, Birmingham, on the evening of 
August 9, 2011. 

The mechanic, from Weatheroak Road in 
Sparkhill, broke into a newsagent in 
Newhall Street earlier that night as part of 
a group of thugs that hurled a manhole 


cover through a window before stripping the 
convenience store bare. 

Miah admitted burglary and attempted 
burglary and was sentenced to 12 and 10 
months, respectively, in prison the offences. 

West Midlands Police Sergeant Julie 
Woods, who leads Operation View, said: “As 
this case proves we are still actively search¬ 
ing for people suspected of being involved in 
the riots and associated looting. 

“No-one wanted in connection with the 
disorder can rest easy because detectives 
could come knocking at any time. 

“The public have played a key role in 
helping us identify suspects from the mass 


of CCTV footage recovered at the time and 
again I’d ask people to check out images on 
our website to see if they recognise any of 
the faces featured. 

“If they do believe they recognise 
someone I’d urge them to contact us 
straight away on the 101 police number.” 

During the widespread disorder in 
Wolverhampton, thugs tore through Queen 
Street and smashed shop windows, includ¬ 
ing that of EV Becketts and Zhapp clothing. 

Thousands of pounds’ worth of damage 
was caused as well as stock stolen. Mobs also 
gathered throughout Queen Square and in 
Dudley Street. 


Market traders happy over 
move to freeze stall rents 


TRADERS have welcomed plans to freeze 
rents for market stalls in Dudley for the 
second year in a row as a boost for their busi¬ 
nesses. 

Council bosses have announced that fees for Dudley 
Market will be kept at this year’s prices. It is hoped the 
move will encourage more traders to take up pitches. 
Regeneration councillor Shaukat Ali said the authority 


had decided to freeze the 
rates to help traders who 
were struggling during the 
tough economic climate. 

Dudley Market Traders 
Association Chairman Len 
Lenihan said: “We are 
pleased that they have 
made this decision - it is 
applauded by the traders. 

“With the present state of 
the economy, I think that 
this price freeze is justified, 
especially considering the 
footfall in the town.”

Commissioner names his assistants 


WEST Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bob Jones has 
announced the names of three new, 
unelected assistants. 

Mr Jones has selected former 
police authority chairman 
Mohammed Nazir as the represen¬ 
tative of Wolverhampton and 
Walsall; Dudley councillor Judy 
Foster for Dudley and Sandwell, and 
Faye Abbot for Coventry and Soli¬ 
hull. They will each be paid £22,500 


a year for just 10 days work a month. 

Mr Jones has also appointed four 
non-executive members, who are 
Brendan Connor, Ernie Hendricks, 
Tim Sawdon and former police 
officer Cath Hannon, who stood 
against Mr Jones in the police com¬ 
missioner elections. 

The non-executive members will 
be paid £7,500 for two days a month. 

Mr Jones is paid £100,000 a year 
while his deputy, Yvonne Mosquito, 


is paid £65,000 a year. All of the new 
representatives will sit on the police 
commissioner’s Strategic Policing 
and Crime Board. 

Mr Jones said his job was “too big” 
for one person and that the overall 
budget for his office next year would 
be £100,000 cheaper than that of the 
former police authority. 

“I am delighted to make these 
appointments. I am very grateful to 
the 60 or so people who applied, and 


from these there are excellent suc¬ 
cessful candidates,” he explained. 

“Individually, each has a strong 
track record of public service, rele¬ 
vant experience, knowledge, and 
expertise, which is obvious from 
their CVs. Collectively, they are a 
balanced and representative group 
also. Among them is a former chair¬ 
man and two vice-chairmen of the 
police authority.” 


Family in horse neglect 
'expressed no remorse’ 


A FAMILY of three who kept four 
horses in an “appalling state” at a 
Dudley nature reserve showed no 
remorse, a court heard. 

The animals had been left emaciated at Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve in Pensnett. The mother, 
father and son were all jailed at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

They were also handed lifetime bans on 
owning, keeping or being involved with horses. 

Walter Hickman, aged 52, of Wallows Road, 
Pensnett, was sentenced to 18 weeks in prison for 
a total of 20 charges in relation to the horses, 
while his wife Amanda Hickman, 49, was jailed 
for 16 weeks for 16 charges. Their son Kevin 
Hickman, 23, of the same address, was locked up 
for 18 weeks for 18 offences. 

All three pleaded guilty to their charges, but 
waited until the first day of a previously- 
arranged three-day trial to do so. 

In sentencing them, District Judge Michael 
Wheeler said: “These horses were in an appalling 
state, with pest infestations and sores, they 
hadn’t been hooved properly, they were emaci¬ 
ated and near death. Some had been tethered, 
some with access to grass and water that was 
inadequate, and they had been checked infre¬ 
quently. 

Shocked 

“I’m told you’ve been shocked by this prosecu¬ 
tion and you are angered and upset by the loss of 
your horses. What I hear from this is you only 
think of yourselves. 

“Even when these horses were seen and seized 
by the authorities, you showed no willingness to 
sign them over. None of you has shown a shred of 
remorse or responsibility. Your level of denial 
borders on arrogance. 

“This was a case of long-term neglect, and it’s 
a miracle these animals have survived.” 

The horses had been kept at Fens Pool Nature 
Reserve between November 2 and December 22, 
in 2011. 

During the hearing the court was told how the 
family had previously been warned by the 
authorities when a foal died, after being shut in a 
trailer on their property and becoming too weak 
to reach its mother to feed. 

Prosecuting solicitor Mr Nick Sutton said this 
warning seemed to have no effect. He added: “An 
awful lot of agencies have been involved in this 
matter in distressing work, because of what these 
people did and did not do.” 

The case ran up a total of £22,849, including 
stabling, care, investigations, vet and legal fees, 
including £4,240 for one agency, World Horse 
Welfare, to care for just one of the animals. 

Despite this, Mr Wheeler did not impose an 
order for any costs. The family’s defending solic-

itor Stephanie Brownlees said the defendants 
were “shell-shocked” by their prosecution, as it 
has been a habit locally for horses to be tethered 
and this was seen as “perfectly acceptable”. 

She said: “It’s clear that although levels of care 
fell way short of the levels required, they still did 
love these animals and are suffering from having 
to hand them over. 

“Deep down they realise they’ve fallen short of 
their duty of care, and it was never a deliberate 
attempt to be cruel or to neglect in any way. It 
requires a great deal of money, land and effort 
from owners to keep a horse, and in this case the 
defendants appear to have bitten off more than

they could chew and were ignorant to the levels 
of care.” 

After the case, RSPCA equine inspector Jackie 
Hickman said she hopes these prosecutions act as 
a warning to others. 

One of the horses, a skewbald cob pony called 
Skippy, has now been nursed back to health. The 
pony had lost a lot of weight, her hooves were 
severely overgrown and she was weak and lethar¬ 
gic. But despite her ordeal she managed to pull 
through and only a week after her rescue had the 
strength to stand for a farrier. 

It took nearly a year for her to physically and 
mentally heal, said Inspector Hickman.

Cannabis 
farm was 
to 'feed 
my habit’ 

A £30-A-DAY drug habit has 
saved a man from jail after a 
cannabis farm was found at 
his home. 

The drugs was uncovered 
by chance when police were 
called to the address in 
Rowley Regis following a 
row between Joginder Niner 
and his girlfriend on Boxing 
Day, a court heard last week. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, told Wolverhampton 
Court Court officers found 
28 plants being cultivated in 
tents with lighting in a rear 
bedroom and a couple of fans 
to disperse the smell. 

The prosecution did not 
accept Niner was growing all 
the drugs for his own use 
without plans to sell some. 

But the 25-year-old, who 
was renting the property in 
Old Bridge Walk, said: “I 
have been smoking cannabis 
since I was 14 and could not 
afford to keep buying it, so I 
decided to grow some.” 

Police found none of the 
paraphernalia normally ass¬ 
ociated with dealing. Judge 
John Warner said: “I may be 
sceptical about his explana¬ 
tion but there was no evi¬ 
dence of drug dealing.” 

Niner, from Hagley Road 
West, Oldbury, admitted 
producing cannabis and was 
given a four-month jail sen¬ 
tence suspended for two 
years with £200 costs.

Tourism transformation to start in summer

A MULTI-MILLION pound transformation 
of a tourist area aimed at boosting jobs and 
visitors will begin in the summer. 

Land between Dudley Zoo and Castle, the 
Black Country Living Museum and Dudley 
Canal Trust at Castle Hill, will be redevel¬ 
oped to create a 600-space visitor car park 
and a recreational route linking the attrac¬ 
tions. 

Bosses said after plans were approved by 
Dudley Council last week, that work on the 
£10.1 million project was now scheduled to 
start in three months. 

The creation of a new access route off 
Tipton Road will be the first phase of the 


scheme which is expected to take until the 
end of the year to complete. 

The road will stretch to the zoo entrance 
and continue to the rear of the site where it 
will link up to the new car park. Engineering 
works for the new road are already under 
way. 

Around half of the 600-space car park will 
be created as part of phase one with the 
remainder built during the second phase of 
the scheme. Officials from the zoo said work 
to create a new entrance for the attraction 
was due to begin around Christmas when 
roads around the site were quieter. 

The second phase of the scheme will con¬ 


tinue in January and will include work on 
the new entrance and the creation of a 
visitor information centre. 

Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock said 
the entire scheme was due to be completed 
by summer next year. 

He said timescales for the work had now 
been agreed with the aim of completely 
changing the look of the area within 18 
months. Mr Suddock said: “Dudley Council 
approved the plans last week and I think it 
is plain to see we are not hanging around. 
Preparatory works are already taking place 
and talks are under way with contractors so 
the work can begin in June.” 


Lost school days in borough 
above national level, claim 


THOUSANDS of children missed school for more than a month in a 
year across the region with absence rates much higher than the 
national average in some areas. 

Dudley, Wolverhampton and Sandwell were all above the national average, but Walsall 
fared significantly better and the figure in Staffordshire fell. Overall absence over 
2011/2012 across the UK averaged 5.2 per cent, according to figure released by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education (DofE). Wolverhampton has the highest rate of school pupils in the 
West Midlands persistently absent from class with almost 2,000 absent from lessons within 


Man locked 
up for attack 
on doorman 

A “HARD working family man” who 
attacked a pub bouncer with a knuckle¬ 
duster has been locked up for six months. 

Trouble started after Thomas Bate and 
two other men were asked to leave The 
Clifton in the Bull Ring, Sedgley, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. The three, 
who were all wearing grey, hooded tops, had 
become abusive and aggressive, said prose¬ 
cutor Mr Mark Rees. 

The lawyer added: “A member of the door 
staff asked them to leave and the defendant 
punched him in the face while wearing a 
knuckle duster.” 

The blow damaged the front teeth of the 
security guard but he fortunately escaped 
serious injury, the court heard. Police 
tracked down 22-year-old Bate, explained 
Mr Rees. He told the court: “Police received 
a call that said three drunken men had been 
attacking a member of the door staff. He said 
he asked them to leave and was then 
punched to the left side of the face with a 
knuckleduster. 

Mr Roy Paterson, defending, said the 
father-of-one was a hard-working, family 
man who was remorseful over what had hap¬ 
pened and wished he could turn the clock 
back. Bate from Valley Road, Upper Gornal, 
admitted assault and possession of an offen¬ 
sive weapon on October 13 last year. 

He was jailed by Judge Michael Challinor 
who told him: “A knuckleduster is designed 
to cause very serious injury and it was more 
by luck than judgement that the doorman 
was not very seriously hurt.

“It is the school’s responsibility, and we 
work with them when needed if they are 
having any problems with a particular 
pupil’s absence rate. We provide support 
and advice.” 

Schools in Sandwell fared no better with 
2,590 of the 42,860 pupils in Sandwell per¬ 
sistent no shows equating to six per cent. 
The overall absence rate was 5.5 per cent. 

Queen Mary’s High School, Walsall and 
Thomas Telford, Telford had the joint best 
absentee record in the country with a rate of 
0.1 per cent. 

Pupils in Walsall fared well overall with 
figures showing 4.8 per cent students were 
continuously absent - 0.4 per cent below the 
national average. 

The number of persistently absent chil¬ 
dren in schools across Staffordshire fell to 
4.6 per cent in 2011/12.

John is matchless in 


the world of models 


LEE WATTON watched artist 
John Hurley work on one of 
his astonishing models built 
only from matchsticks 


ARTIST John Hurley has just 
put the finishing touches to 
his latest unique work. 

Mr Hurley creates miniature models 
not from clay or stone, but from humble 
matchsticks - tens of thousands of them. 

And his latest creation is a model of a 
mechanical digger, made from no fewer 
than 250,000 matches. 

Mr Hurley, aged 70, who is from 
Dudley, has been working on the piece, 
which comes complete with moving 
shovel arms and doors, for just over a 
year. 

The talented former lorry driver and 
machine operator has even created a 
removable engine for the digger, again 
with fully working parts, housed in a 
compartment at the front of the model. 

And adding to the accuracy of the piece 
the wheels turn and the operator’s seat 
swivels around, just as it would in a real 
digger. 

Complete 

Mr Hurley, who lives in Dixons Green 
Road, said he had not counted the 
number of hours he had spent working on 
the model, but estimated it to be in the 
hundreds. 

“It is hard to keep track as sometimes 
I will work on a piece all day and then not 
touch it again for a week or so when I will 
begin again,” he said. 

“All-in-all the digger has taken me just 
over a year to complete. Other models 
take less time to make.” 

The digger is the latest in a long line of 
models Mr Hurley has created using only 
matches since he first took up the hobby 
at the age of 11. He started by creating 
tobacco tins for people in the area - cov¬ 
ering tins in matches of varied shapes 
and sizes to create different designs.

“I created a lot of the tins for people. 
When I was growing up a lot of people 
used to smoke so the used matches were 
certainly not in short supply,” he said. 

“After that it became an interest of 
mine and I started to look at what else I 
could create using matches. It has 
grown from there. ” 

He said his mother Florence had been 
supportive of her son’s talent, spending

hours sorting out matches of different 
sizes for him to use in his modelling 
work. 

Among the other models created by 
Mr Hurley over the years include a 
number of gypsy caravans of various 
sizes and designs. 

All of them have working lights and 
moveable wheels, and Mr Hurley has 
even created small tools, such as shovels 


and pick-axes which are attached to the 
side, again from matches. 

There are also model mangles, which 
people used to do their washing, with 
parts which move when a small handle 
on the side is turned. 

The caravans take Mr Hurley around 
six months to make in all. 

Mr Hurley said he had developed a 
number of his own techniques over the 
years, which he did not believe anyone 
else in the world used to create models of 
this kind. 

One technique involves creating tiny 
notches in matches with his thumbnail 
in order to bend them to create wheels 
and similar structures. 

Mr Hurley said he sells his models to 
people who want them - except for one 
gypsy caravan which he made for his wife 
Catherine. 

Generous 

“I made the JCB digger for someone 
but unfortunately that has fallen 
through so I would be happy to hear from 
anyone who wanted to buy it,” he said. 

At the moment he is repairing a cater¬ 
pillar digger he made some time ago 
which was purchased by someone in 
America. 

“Unfortunately when they got it there 
they dropped it so I have to piece it all 
back together again. It is quite compli¬ 
cated because this one has caterpillar 
tracks,” he said. 

So where does he get the tens of thou¬ 
sands of matches that he needs for his 
models? 

Mr Hurley said many generous people 
donated matches for him to use in his 
work, but he also thought nothing of 
picking up used ones he found lying in 
the street. 

“In fairness that is how it all started 
years ago when I was a boy gathering 
what matches I could,” he said. 

“It is a shame for them to go to waste 
when I can make them something with 
them.”

The match is on Easter Sunday at 7pm, at 
Lye Football Club. 

The players will each donate £5 and there 
will also be collection bucket at the entrance 
to the stands. 

Mr Ramzan, a former Leasowes High 
pupils, said: “I went to that school in the 
1990s and what happened to Christina was 
really local and it felt really close to us. We 
just wanted to help.” 

The community has rallied round since 
Christina’s death, including her friends and 
favourite football team West Bromwich 
during a half-time tribute this month. 

A book of condolence was opened at St 
Peter’s Church in Lapal, Halesowen and 
shops have raised thousands of pounds. 

Phillip Simelane, aged 22, of Walsall 
recently appeared at Birmingham Crown 
Court charged with Christina’s murder.

Taxi drivers 
planning a 
protest over 
white cars 


DOZENS of taxi drivers in Dudley are planning 
three ‘slow drives’ through the town in protest 
at councillors who refused a change in policy 


over car colours. 

They claim the council 
rules to only allow white 
private hire vehicles is 
squeezing their incomes as 
the colour is more expensive 
due to its current popularity 
with celebrities. 

However, councillors say a 
single colour is safer for cus¬ 
tomers as it makes taxis 
more recognisable. 

Members of Dudley 
Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation have now voted to 
stage the slow drives, which 
will go past Dudley Council 
House, to highlight their 
concerns. 

But they have decided 
against a full strike, saying 
they do not want to cause 
problems for their cus¬ 
tomers. 

Group chairman Shaz 
Saleem said the association 
is also taking legal advice to 
see if it can mount a chal¬ 
lenge against the council’s 
restriction. 

He added: “I welcome the 
move from our members 
because they want to send 
out a message to the council

that we want to be treated 
with respect. 

“The majority of our 
members voted against 
going on strike because if we 
had gone out then it would 
have been unfair on the cus¬ 
tomers who have shown us a 
lot of support. 

“We have many people 
who rely on us to take them 
to hospital appointments, 
shopping, to the airport and 
other customers who have 
disabilities for which we 
provide a service. 

“There will be a slow drive 
organised because all the 
taxi drivers want to show the 
council the strength of 
feeling over this.”

£2,000 extra.

Tributes after death of 
autism group's founder 


A CARER who helped set up one 
of the Black Country’s first 
support groups for families of 
people suffering with autism has 
died at the age of 68. 

Sylvia Tromans, a founder member of the 
Wolverhampton & South Staffs Support 
Group in 1988, originally hosted meetings at 
her home in Finchfield, Wolverhampton. 

She set it up with husband Paul after 
daughter, Nicola, was diagnosed with 
autism and dedicated nine years to a group, 
which started with three members and grew 
to more than 75 at its peak. 

Mother-of-three Jan Playford, 60, 
attended from the start as son Robert, now 
32, was diagnosed with autism. 

She said: “Sylvia was the first contact for 
many parents for over 15 years, not just 
from Wolverhampton but from Walsall, 
Dudley and South Staffs.” 

They provided contact and activities for 
parents, children and young adults. As 
numbers grew they linked with West Mid¬ 
lands Autistic Society, which has support 
groups across the region. Activities included 
visits to the cinema, and they would rent out 
the Light House, Wolverhampton. 

Her daughter, Nicola, 24, died in 2003 
after bowel problems. Mrs Tromans, who 
died after a short illness, was “unassuming” 
but “very sincere in trying to do her best for 
people”, her husband said. 

She leaves daughter Victoria, 37, who 
works for the Camphill charity supporting 
people with learning disabilities. 

New gym will bring jobs 

A NEW gym chain is to open in Brierley Hill, 
creating up to 15 jobs. Pure Gym has set its 
sights on the former Fitness First base in 
Level Street, which closed last year. 

The new 25,402 sq ft gym will employ 
between 12 and 15 staff and will be open 24 
hours a day.

Lottery over benefits 


A POSTCODE lottery will 
greet benefit claimants next 
month under controversial 
changes to council tax. 

Each local authority has had to bring 
in its own scheme to provide help with 
council tax bills after the Government 
stripped them of millions of pounds of 
support. 

From next month, they will lose 10 
per cent of the funding they had to 
provide council tax support. 

But they will have to continue to 
fund help for pensioners, which means 
the cuts can only be passed on to 
working-age people, some of whom will 
face cuts of 20 per cent in their council 
tax benefit. 

Some authorities are absorbing the 


cuts for another year while others will 
be passing on some or all of the cut and 
will expect thousands of people to start 
contributing more towards services, 
such as bin collections, street lighting 
and libraries. 

Councils in Dudley and Walsall are 
absorbing millions of pounds of cuts 
and will keep paying the same rates of 
council tax benefit. 

In Sandwell, claimants will have to 
have lived in the borough for two years 
before being eligible for support with 
council tax bills in a bid to prevent 
benefit tourism. 

It comes as 20,000 working age 
people in Wolverhampton will have to 
start paying an average of £73 a year 
towards their council tax bills from 
next month. The city council is expect¬ 


ing people to pay 8.5 per cent of their 
council tax bills, although funding has 
been reduced by much more. 

In South Staffordshire people face a 
20 per cent cut in council tax benefit. 
And help will be capped at Band D. 
Anyone in a Band E property or above 
will pay the difference. 

The amounts people will pay will 
vary based on circumstances. For 
example, a working single mother of 
two, both aged over five and living in a 
Band F home would be expected to pay 
£29.37 a week in council tax. 

A single disabled person in a housing 
association property would continue to 
be exempt from paying council tax. 

But in Sandwell, bosses have decided 
to continue to foot the bill for 18,000 
people, despite losing £3.2m in grants.

HE might be one of the country’s most 
famous Brummies - but comedian Jasper 
Carrott says there will be lots of musical 
nostalgia for audiences in the Black Country 
in his latest show. 

Made in Brum will see him join forces 
with some of the area’s most recognised 
music names as they tell the story of how 
rock ’n’ roll developed and bought many of 
the region’s bands success through playing 
at iconic venues such as Wolverhampton 
Civic Hall thanks to their devoted fans. 

The tour - which starts at Dudley Town 
Hall on April 11 - is led by the comic deliv¬ 
ering a nostalgic look at the faces, places and 
music of Birmingham’s Brum Beat scene. 

He is accompanied by the musicians and

PLANS to build four care homes for young 
adults on the site of a derelict war memorial 
club have been withdrawn and replaced with 
an alternative scheme for four houses. 

The scheme to demolish Amblecote War Memorial Club 


and build four detached care 
homes for young adults was 
submitted to Dudley 
Council in January. 

But agents for the appli¬ 
cant Bains Builders Limited 
said further consultation 
had raised concerns over 
traffic levels going in and 
out of the site if the develop¬ 
ment went ahead. 

The applicant had decided 
to withdraw the original 
scheme and submit the 
revised proposal to build 
four regular houses on the 
site instead.

Under the new scheme, 
the dilapidated club building 
will still be demolished but 
will be replaced by the 
houses - each would have 
four en-suite bedrooms. The 
homes would be brick with 
the style designed to be in 
keeping with existing sur¬ 
rounding properties.

have two car parking spaces.

It was therefore the 
applicant’s decision to with¬ 
drawn the application and 
resubmit a revised proposal. 

“All comments received 
have been taken on board 
and incorporated in the 
scheme submitted as part of 
this application.” 

The former club building 
has suffered vandalism, fire 
and weather damage since it 
closed in 2002. 

It was founded in 1921 for 
ex-servicemen. A lack of 
bookings and activities was 
cited for its closure. 

The site was on the 
market for three years.

Borough jobless figures 
have risen, says report

JOB queues in Dudley are getting 
longer as the UK’s unemployed 
total rose by 7,000 from Novem¬ 
ber to January to 2.52 million, 
according to new figures. 

The West Midlands jobless rose by 4,000 
to 241,000 from the previous quarter. 

Numbers claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance 
in the region rose 3,673 to 166,605 - 4.7 per 
cent of the working population 

In Dudley the claimant count increased by 
98 to 10,437, or 5.3 per cent of the borough’s 
working population - above the UK’s 
average of 3.9 per cent. 

Wyre Forest saw an increase of 48 to 2,328 
(3.8 per cent) and South Staffordshire was 
up by just two to 1,737 or 2.6 per cent. 

Roma Aitken, regional manager for 
Totaljobs.com in the West Midlands said: 
“What little job creation there has been over 
the last few months has largely been based 
on government programmes such as 
apprenticeship schemes. 

“The retail industry has been hit the 
hardest in the region, with the loss of major 
high street chains at the beginning of the 
year who were struggling to keep up with 
online competition. 

“The loss of many retail jobs has no doubt 
affected the West Midlands as those who 
previously may have entered the sector are 
forced to think about alternative jobs, 
increasing competition across the region.” 

For Sandwell the total was up 446 to 
14,155 (7.2 per cent) and Wolverhampton 
had a rise of 221 to 12,691 - eight per cent, 
the highest rate in the West Midlands. 

Birmingham was up 749 to 49,504 (7.2 per 
cent) and Walsall rose by 298 to 10,565 (6.3 
per cent). 


Bird boxes for university 

MORE than 30 bird boxes have been 
installed at the University of Worcester. 
B&Q in Malvern has sponsored the scheme, 
donating the boxes that will be monitored 
annually by environment students from the 
university. 


DUDLEY Zoo has become one of the 
first in the world to pioneer a com¬ 
puter system making it easier to 
keep records of the animals. 

Workers at the zoo have been 
getting to grips with the advanced 
Zoological Information Manage¬ 
ment System (ZIMS). 

The internet-based programme 
will allow easier access to animal 
care data and will allow keepers to 
share information with their coun¬ 


terparts across the world. It also 
provides a simpler system for the 
zoo to update its animal movement 
records when species are trans¬ 
ferred to or from other zoos. 

Staff enter a daily record of the 
animals in a diary and that informa¬ 
tion will now be transferred into the 
new system. This includes medical 
information. 

Previously information was 
entered into different systems.

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Hundreds of pay appeals 


by workers 

APPEALS by hundreds of council 
workers over plans to cut their pay have 
been put on hold after senior staff raised 
concerns. 

It has emerged that about eight of 93 
appeals heard so far may see Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council facing potential legal 
action. 

The eight are believed to create pay 
inequalities between men and women - 
waht the council is trying to remove in 
new pay arrangements known as “single 
status”. 

Under changes announced last year, 
5,423 staff will get a pay rise and 1,242 a 
cut from April 2014. More than 900 
appeals have been lodged by those losing 
out. 

Keith Ireland, council strategic director 
for delivery, said: ““The council has 
addressed its historic pay liabilities and 


are on hold 

under no circumstances could the council 
sanction the creation of any new pay 
inequalities - this would not only be illegal 
but would also put the council at enor¬ 
mous financial risk at a time when we are 
already facing an unprecedented financial 
challenge. 

“The conclusion of the review, which 
has the support of independent expert Sue 
Hastings and the trade unions, is that the 
appeals process to date has not been con¬ 
ducted with the necessary level of rigour.” 

Every council in the country has been 
forced to draw up new salary scales that 
pay men and women equivalent wages for 
equivalent work. 

Wolverhampton’s appeals are sus¬ 
pended until April 22 which means 
workers querying pay are now not likely 
to know the outcome until the autumn. 


Cafe plagued by litter 


A CAFE owner says he is at 
his wits’ end over the bags of 
rubbish being left outside the 
doors of his business in Brier- 
ley Hill and wants action 
taken. 

Jamie Owen owns Brierley 
Sausage and has put up with the 
bags of household waste turning cus¬ 
tomers off his business since he took 
it over on December 13, but now says 
he has had enough and took to 
Twitter to vent his frustrations over 
the situation at the premises, in 
High Street. 

He said some of the rubbish came 
from nearby flats and was dumped in 
front of his shop on a regular basis. 

Mr Owen, aged 23, said: “It’s not 
very nice having to ask customers to 
walk past full rubbish bags piled 


waist-high but there doesn’t seem to 
be much we can do about it.” 

What is even more frustrating for 
Mr Owen is that his cafe has a four- 
star hygiene rating from the council 
but the rubbish bags outside make 
would-be customers think other¬ 
wise. 

Awful 

He said: “It’s definitely having a 
knock-on effect on my trade and it 
just looks awful having people see all 
that rubbish stacked up outside the 
cafe. 

“We take hygiene really seriously 
but since the first day we came here 
we had problems with the rubbish.” 

Mr Owen decided enough was 
enough and took to Twitter to vent 
his frustration while he waited for 
Dudley Council waste collectors to 
take away the latest rubbish. His 


anger was answered with numerous 
messages of support from locals and 
relief when the rubbish was finally 
collected. 

Brierley Hill Traders’ Association 
Shane Birch-Bastock said he had 
heard reports from a few other shops 
along the town’s High Street experi¬ 
encing similar problems. 

He said: “We’ve had people using 
other people’s bins before and there 
have been arguments about that.” 

Councillor Judy Foster,, said: “Fol¬ 
lowing reports of litter in Brierley 
Hill our crews have collected from 
the area and officers are investigat¬ 
ing the matter.

“HIS freshness of heart and 
youthfulness of spirit led him to 
love and sympathise, especially 
with young men in whose service 
he spent himself and for whose 
sake he counted not his life dear 
that he might win them to Christ.”

MULTI-MILLION pound plans for 
up to 150 homes on a business 
park in Stourbridge are moving 
forward after developers lodged 
detailed designs with the council. 

Taylor Wimpey already has outline plan¬ 
ning permission for the scheme on land at 
Sunrise Business Park, Wollaston. 

But it has now had to submit the full pro¬ 
posals to Dudley Council before work can 
start on the development. 

It includes designs of what the houses 
would look like as well as the layout of the 
properties and roads around the estate. 

The application, submitted by Matthew 
Price of Taylor Wimpey, says: “The scheme 
will regenerate a unique area of Stourbridge 
and will transform unused industrial land 
into a sustainable residential area.” 

It includes a mixture of two, three and 
four-bedroom houses as well as new apart¬ 
ments. There will be 354 parking spaces. 

The council will make a decision in the 
coming months on the site that had been 
home to Sunrise Medical Ltd, which relo¬ 
cated to Thorns Road, Brierley Hill, and 
Caparo Aluminium Technologies which 
moved to Bridgnorth following protests 
from residents about noise and pollution. 

When the outline plans were lodged, 
objections were raised by nearby residents. 

The land, in High Street, neighbours the 
River Stour and Stourbridge Canal and, 
after two major floods, people feared the 
development would make matters worse. 

But planning officers assured councillors, 
the area would be built up to protect new 
homes.

SINCE I launched the 
campaign to get Dud¬ 
ley’s Churchill Memo¬ 
rial restored two 
weeks ago I’ve been 
flooded by supportive 
comments. 

People in the town really 
want to see this happen and 
dozens of residents have 
shared their memories with 
me. 

One local man remem¬ 
bered as a kid waiting out¬ 
side Beatties with his sister 
and looking up at the spit¬ 
fires and boats, in awe at the 
magnificent colour and 
design. 

Another said it made him 
feel part of the United King¬ 
dom not just a small town. 

Another resident emailed 
to say she and her husband 
moved to Dudley from Lon¬ 
don the day after their wed¬ 
ding in 1967 and 
remembered walking 

around the town to learn 
their way around. 

“We had no family and no 
friends in the West Mid¬ 
lands, it was pouring with 
rain that day and I stood in 
the half-completed Churchill 
Precinct, wondering if we 
had done the right thing in 
coming here. 

Very soon we found we 
had wonderful neighbours, 
we made many friends and 
rapidly came to love the 
area. My memories of that 
time start in the Precinct 
and I would love to see the 
memorial restored.” 

I was particularly 
delighted that two residents 
with a special attachment to 
the memorial have offered 
their wholehearted support.

the precinct with her hus¬ 
band Mick for many years. 

Mick was the town centre 
manager and he also served 
on the Arctic Convoys dur¬ 
ing the Second World War, 
braving freezing tempera¬ 
tures and perilous seas to 
keep the Soviet Union sup¬ 
plied on the Eastern Front - 
something Churchill himself 
called as “the worst journey 
in the world.” 

Mick was responsible for 
looking after the glass pan¬ 
els and was closely involved 
in efforts to prevent them 
being taken down. 

His widow, Phyllis has 
said a restored memorial 
would be the perfect way to 
remember Churchill and 
what he did during the war. 

And her views have been 
echoed by Gordon Willetts, a 
local WWII veteran and Sec¬ 
retary of the Worcester and 
Foresters Regiment. 

He says bringing the 


stained glass panels back to 
the town centre would be a 
fitting way to mark the 50th 
anniversary of his death. 

Over the coming weeks 
I’m going to be speaking to 
the council to find out 
exactly what remains of the 
memorial and what state it 
is in. 

Then we’re going to work 
with glass experts, local col¬ 
leges and others to see how 
it can be restored and where 
exactly Dudley’s tribute to 
Churchill should go. 

Education and skills 

Last Thursday I spoke at 
Dudley Council’s Education 
Committee. I set out why I 
think we must make educa¬ 
tion and skills our number 
one priority. I think teaching 
is one of the most important 
jobs in our society. 

I know how hard teachers 
work and I know the differ¬ 
ence good teachers make to 


children’s lives. But results 
in Dudley and the Black 
Country lag behind the rest 
of the country and mean not 
enough young people get 
good GCSEs and A levels, go 
to university or pursue 
apprenticeships to get tech¬ 
nical skills. 

In my constituency just 
two out of six schools 
achieved the national aver¬ 
age for five good GCSEs 
including Maths and Eng¬ 
lish. 

I told the committee an 
improvement in school stan¬ 
dards will only be possible if 
the council, schools and the 
whole community place 
greater emphasis on the 
importance of education. 

There are fewer jobs now 
for people without good 
qualifications and there’ll be 
fewer still in future. 

The only way we’ll attract 
new industries and new jobs 
is by showing investors 
we’ve got the skills they 
need. 

We need a relentless focus 
on driving up standards. 
The truth is that we have 
not valued education highly 
enough but we’re as good as 
anyone and youngsters here 
deserve the same chance as 
kids anywhere else. 

Beer duty 

There was plenty in the 
budget I didn’t agree with 
but the cut in beer duty is 
good news for local brewers 
and pub owners. 

We’ve got some of the 
breweries and the best pubs 
in the country here in the 
Black Country and I’mlook- 
ing forward to seeing them 
go from strength to 
strength.

In the past, such events have been 
marked by special editions featuring 
previous actors to have played the 
Doctor, but show-runner Steven 
Moffat is giving away as little 
information this time around as he 
can get away with. 

Instead, he explains it’s in 3D 
(which we already knew anyway) and 
is going to be bigger and better than 
ever before. Frankly, if he’d said 
anything but that, we’d think he’d 
lost his marbles - OF COURSE it’s 
going to be amazing. But no matter 
how much we beg, Moffat won’t 
budge; what he will talk about (a bit 
anyway) are the new episodes 
heading our way. 

We’re about to see the second half 
of season seven, which began last 
autumn when Amy and Rory were 
still aboard the Tardis; seems a long 
time aqo, doesn’t it?

In this week’s episode, she helps 
the Time Lord defeat wi-fi-dwelling 
villains who steal people’s souls.

Vauxhall supermini with combinations 


YOU could argue that Vauxhall is a bit late to 
the party when it comes to the fashion-led 
supermini segment dominated by the triumvi¬ 
rate of the Mini, the Fiat 500 and the Citroen 
DS3, but the Adam’s lateness might just be 
the making of it. 

Buyers in this lucrative part of the car market are looking 
for something different, and more specifically something 
they can make their own. 

With that in mind, try this on for size: the Adam comes in 
four billion possible combinations. Which is a lot.

There are around 60,000 different combinations for the 
exterior and about 80,000 for the inside, but since some 
combinations aren’t allowed for either stylistic or manufac¬ 
turing reasons, the 4.8 billion theoretical possibilities gets 
cut back a bit. 


design built from a combination of the available choices into 
a cohesive look. The choice is yours. 

On more familiar ground, there are three trim levels, but 
none will have any identifying badges, so no one will neces¬ 
sarily know whether any individual Adam is the cheapest 
but still well-equipped Jam, mid-range Glam or the sporty 
Slam. 

The engine under the bonnet will stay a secret too; from 
a choice of 1.2 and 1.4 petrols. There’s no diesel and there 
never will be according to Vauxhall.There’s just no demand 
for it in a car this small. And small it is, based on a shortened 
and heavily modified Corsa chassis. 

Responsive 

The larger engine is much more responsive than the 1.2, 
which feels a bit dim-witted at times compared to the gen¬ 
uinely sharp and lively character of the 1.4. 

It comes in two power outputs, but either will do the job 
nicely. The 1.4 is still lightweight too, which gives the Adam 
a lovely lightweight and nimble feel at the front wheels. It 
bites into turns as keenly as a vampire bat; all the more so 
with larger, wider wheels and tyres fitted. 

There’s not much body roll either. Strengthening work 
around the suspension has done wonders to keep the stylish 
little nipper flat and stable without denting its thoroughly 
likeable sense of chuckability. 

Even if you only potter around in it, there’s a certain 
sense of joie de vivre, which is partly thanks to the interior 
style and partly down to the well-judged balance between 
the way the steering, pedals and slightly notchy five-speed 
gearbox feel. 

It’s easy to drive and easy to enjoy, although on the motor¬ 
way the revs spin too high and it buzzes along a little out of 
its comfort zone. 

There’s not a massive amount of room in the boot. 
Although it’s relatively deep and you can squeeze a surpris¬ 
ing amount of soft baggage in, the pinching point where the 


rear seat backs and the load lip come closest is a bit of a 
barrier to getting bigger stuff or hard cases in. 

Vauxhall hasn’t been shy with the equipment on offer, but 
with all models blessed with alloy wheels, a chunky leather- 
covered steering wheel and colourful interiors, the actual 
equipment you get takes a back seat to the enjoyment and 
feel-good factor the car gives you. When was the last time 
automatic windscreen wipers made you grin like a fool 
anyway? 

Nonetheless, all the gear you could hope for is available, 
including a clever touchscreen ‘Intellilink’ interface that 
simply transfers your smartphone’s main functions to the 
display. 

The Adam might be late to the party, but it’s learned from 
its rivals and it moves the game on. 

Astonishing customisation potential in a great-looking 
starting package is likely to be a sizeable ace up the Adam’s 
sleeve.
